FOn.M  OF  PROCEEDINGS  IN  ORGANZING 
NEW  REUGIOL'S  SOCIETIES. 

Let  fifteen  days  notice  be  given  at  the 
usual  place  of  worship,  (including  two  Sun¬ 
days,)  by  the  minister  present,  if  any,  and 
if  nut  by  some  member,  of  the  time  and 
place  to  meet  and  organize  and  elect  qfflcers 
of  the  society.  F rom  three  to  nine  trustees 
may  be  elected.

Resolved,  That  this  soci¬ 
ety  forever  hereafter  be  known  and  distin¬ 
guished  by  the  name  and  title  of  the  First 

Universalist  society  in  - .”  Resolved, 

That  six  trustees  be  elected  for  said  society. 
The  following  persons  were  duly  elected  as 
said  trustees,  to  wil :  A.  B.,  C.  D.,  kc. — 
The  said  trustees  were  then  duly  classed — 
No.  1,  2,  3,  kc.,  and  drawn  according  to 
statute.  Trustees  belonging  to  class  No.

trustees  present  draw,  each  for  himself,  and 
if  any  trustee  be  absent,  let  the  Moderator 
or  Clerk,  draw  for  him — this  will  determine

CONSTITUTION  AND  CIRCULAR  OF  THE 
PENNSYLVANIA  CONVENTION. 

CONSTITUTION. 
Whereas  the  prosperity  of  the  Gospel  of 
universal  love  requires  of  its  believers  a 
concentration  of  energy — ^union  being 
strength — and  whereas  the  formation  of 
associated  bodies,  and  their  meeting  from 
time  to  time,  will  strengthen  the  bonds  of 
unity  among  brethren  in  the  faith,  and 
furnish  opportunities  for  people  to  hear 
the  “good  tidings  of  great  joy” — We 
therefore,  relying  on  the  approbation  of 
our  heavenly  Father,  and  the  purity  of 
our  motives,  do  agree  to  be  governed  by 
the  following  Constitution  : 

I.  This  body  shall  be  known  by  the  name 
of  the  “Pennsylvania  Convention  of  Uni¬ 
versalists.” 

II.  All  clergymen  of  good  standing  in 
the  order,  and  all  members  of  societies  ha¬ 
ving  obtained  the  fellowship  of  this  Con¬ 
vention,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Council,  and  an  equal  voice  in  all  the  de¬ 
liberations  thereof. 

III.  This  Convention  may  grant  letters 
of  fellowship,  and  confer  ordination,  by  re¬ 
quest  of  any  candidate,  provided  he  present 
a  certificate  of  good  moral  character,  from 
any  society  in  fellowship,  or  from  known 
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respectable  individuals.  And  this  Convcn- 
tion  may  withdraw  relluwsliip,  provided , 
circumstances  render  it  necessary  or  expe¬ 
dient.  ! 

IV.  This  Convention  shall  meet  annual¬ 
ly  at  such  time  and  place,  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  at  the  preceding  meeting. 

V.  A  moderator,  (who  shall  be  a  lay-} 
man,)  and  a  clerk  shall  be  chosen  at  eacli ; 
and  every  session,  to  exercise  the  duties  of  | 
similar  officers  for  the  time  being.  And  a  ; 
standing  clerk  shall  be  chosen,  whose  duty  ' 
it  shall  be  to  record  the  minutes  of  the 
Convention,  in  a  book  provided  for  that 
purpose. 

AT.  Tlie  business  of  the  Couneil  shall  al¬ 
ways  be  transacted  publicly. 

VII.  Such  committees  may  be  appoint¬ 
ed,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  advi¬ 
sable. 

VIII.  The  order  of  public  services  shall 
be  arranged  by  a  committee  of  laymen, 
whenever  practicable. 

IX.  This  Convention  is  declared  inde¬ 
pendent  of,  but  in  fellowship  with  all  Asso¬ 
ciations  and  Conventions  of  Universalists. 

X.  Tills  Constitution  may  be  altered  or 
amended,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  present  at  any  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Convention,afier  the  amendment 
has  laid  on  the  table  six  hours. 

CIRCULAR. 

To  all  the  believers  in  impartial  grace,  the  1 

Pennsylvania  Convention  of  Universal¬ 
ists,  send  the  Christian  salutation. 

Brethren — Under  the  smiles  of  Provi¬ 
dence.  we  were  permitted  to  assemble  in 
Columbia,  fur  divine  worship,  and  fur  the 
adoption  of  measures  to  advance  our  holy 
cause.  The  most  perfect  harmony  prevail¬ 
ed  in  all  the  deliberations  of  the  Council, 
and  the  best  attention  was  paid  to  the  preach¬ 
ed  word.  And  we  doubt  not,  but  great 
good  will  arise  from  this  meeting.  We 
feel  the  more  confident  of  this,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  course  pursued  by  our  reli¬ 
gious  enemies.  Their  withholding  the  town 
hall,  was  contrary  to  ^he  established  cus¬ 
toms  of  the  place ;  and  their  stoning  the 
house  in  which  we  worshiped,  was  some¬ 
what  uncommon,  though  similar  circum¬ 
stances  have  occurred  in  diilerent  ages  and 
countries.  We  feel  exceedingly  sorry  to 
record  an  event  of  this  kind,  because  it  is 
such  a  disgrace  to  human  nature,  and  to  the 
religion  of  Jesus  ;  and  because  it  savors  so 
much  of  that  spirit,  which  cried,  erveify 
him  !  crucify  him  !  and  which  has  been  the 
cause  of  so  many  bloody  persecutions. — 
And  in  view  of  it,  we  are  led  to  reflect  on 
what  would  be  our  wretched  fate,  were  not 
this  a  land  of  liberty.  O  Lord  !  preserve 
the  rights  of  the  people !  graciously  guard 
their  liberties. 

Did  our  opposers  profess  to  be  Mahom- 
medans,  the  case  would  be  different.  Then 
they  might  consistently  come  out  against  us 
with  swords  and  stones ;  but  professing  to 
be  disciples  of  Jesus,  of  him  whose  king¬ 
dom  was  not  of  this  world,  who  forbade  his 
disciples  to  fight,  their  conduct  appears  to 
be  strangely  inconsistent.  AVhether  they 


are  like  tijose,  who  shut  up  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  against  men,  who  would  neither  go 
in  themselves,  nor  suffer  those  that  were 
entering  to  go  in,  or  whether  they  merit  the 
appellation  of  scribes  and  pharisees,  we 
shall  not  pretend  to  say  ;  but  this  much  we 
will  say,  that  their  scorn  cannot  discourage 
us,  nor  their  madness  alarm  us,  nor  their 
carnal  weapons  enfeeble  us.  We  know  that 
truth  is  mighty  and  will  prevail,  that  the 
Lord  will  defend  and  prosper  those,  and 
those  only,  who  take  the  shield  of  faith,  and 
the  sword  of  the  spirit.  And  we  feel,  that 
our  enemies  may  as  well  struggle  against 
the  chariot  wheels  of  morning,  or  attempt 
to  change  tlte  courses  of  the  streams,  ns  to 
bo  victorious  in  contending  with  carnal 
weapons. 

Let  this  then  be  a  striking  lesson  to  us,  to 
treat  all  with  kindness  and  respect — to  use 
no  violent  measures  in  aiding  our  cause ; 
let  us  remember  that  David  killed  Goliah 
with  a  smooth  stone — tl.at  Jesus  prayed  for 
his  enemies — and  that  we  are  required  by 
our  religion  to  forgive  those  who  trespass 
against  us.  If  we  cultivate  this  spirit.though 
we  sow  in  tears,  we  shall  reap  in  joy,  and 
the  handful  of  corn  which  is  in  the  earth, 
shall  flourish  like  the  grass  of  the  field. — 
We  shall  go  on  and  prosper,  and  grow  in 
grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  the  truth, 
which  may  God  in  mercy  grant.  By  order

PROPANE  SWEARING. 

A  subscriber  living  in  Ohio,  writes  us  that 
some  of  his  neighbors  W'ho  profess  to  be  Uni- 
versalisLs  are  addicted  to  profanity,  and  to  eor- 
rect  this  disgraceful  habit  wherever  it  is  found, 
he  wishes  us  to  publisli  an  article  on  the  sub¬ 
ject,  pointing  out  the  wickedness  and  fully  of 
the  practice  and  its  utter  incompatibility  with 
the  doctrine  of  Universalism.  We  know  not 
how  we  can  better  gratify  his  wishes  than  by 
copying  the  following  article  on  the  subject 
from  the  Boston  Trumpet.  We  recommend  it 
to  the  careful  perusal  of  all.  It  clearly  shows 
the  utter  inconsistency  of  Universalism  and 
profanity  with  each  other,  “even  our  enemies 
being  judges.”  “The  tongue  is  an  unruly 
member — therewith  bless  we  God,  even  the 
Father;  and  therewith  curse  we  men  which 
are  made  after  the  similitude  of  God.  Out  of  the 
same  mouth  proceedeth  blessing  and  cursing. 
My  brethren  these  things  ought  not  so  to  be.” 
‘  ‘  Swear  not  at  all,  ”  8. 

ATTE.NTION,  ALL  U.NIVERSAU&TS. 

Brethren,  AVe  have  something  of  the 
utmost  importance  to  communicate  to  you, 
to  which  we  solicit  your  most  serious  atten¬ 
tion.  We  have  often  said,  in  our  columns, 
and  thousands  of  Universalists  will  bear 
testimony  that  we  have  often  declared  in 
our  public  labors  round  the  country,  that 
profane  ncearing  is  utterly  opposed  to  Uni¬ 
versalism,  and  that  there  is  no  greater  in¬ 
consistency  in  the  world  than  that  of  a  man 
who,  believing  in  the  doctrine  of  Universal- 


ism,  indulges  in  the  use  of  profane  oaths. 
It  is  our  privilege  to  present  to  our  readers 
to-day,  a  distinct  acknowledgement  from 
an  Urthodox  clergyman,  that  Universalism 
is  utterly  inconsistent  with  profane  swear¬ 
ing.  This  acknowledgement  he  does  not 
make  through  favor  to  Universalists — he  is 
an  opponent,  a  bitter  opponent,  who  felt  de¬ 
sirous  to  lay  hold  of  any  circumstance  he 
could  turn  to  their  disadvantage.  It  is  true, 
he  has  not  quite  as  much  wisdom  as  zeal, 
he  did  not  see  the  result  of  his  argument ; 
but  it  is  therefore  the  more  to  be  prized— it 
is  an  unstudied,  unintended,  simple  con¬ 
fession  in  favor  of  the  beneficent  tendency 
of  Universalism.  AA'ithout  farther  prelimi¬ 
nary  observations,  we  lay  the  article  before 
our  readers. 

There  has  appeared  a  pamphlet,  from  the 
press  of  Pierce  and  Parker,  entitled  “  Lec¬ 
tures  on  Ultra  Universalism,”  by  A.  Wil¬ 
son  M’Clure.  These  Lectures  were  deliver¬ 
ed  in  Malden,  Maes,  although  there  is  no 
acknowledgement  of  the  fact  upon  the  title 
page,  nor  would  any  person  know  that  they 
had  ever  been  delivered  at  all.  The  second 
discourse  is  entitled  UniversuUst  Sincerity; 
in  which  the  author,  in  the  first  place,  brings 
I  forth  reasons  in  favor  of  Universalistsmcm- 
ty,  and  in  the  second  place,  in  favor  of 
I  Universalist  insincer^jj.  Among  the  argu- 
I  ments  to  prove  that  Universalists  are  insin- 
\  cere,  the  venerable  author  of  these  sermons 
adduces  the  following ; — 

“  A  second  circumstance  which  discredits 
Universalist  sincerity,  is,  that  they  common¬ 
ly  swear  Orthodox  oaths.  Oi  this  fact 
every  body  is  aware.  Let  them  get  angry, 
and  you  hear  nothing  but  Miell,  and  the  de¬ 
vil  and  damnation.’  ” 

IVow  let  us  look  at  this  with  a  candid  and 
impartial  spirit. 

1.  This  author  allows,  that  when  Uni- 
vcrsalists  swear  profanely,  they  are  incon¬ 
sistent,  their  practice  comports  not  with 
their  doctrine.  This  is  what  we  always 
said.  If  Universalism  were  a  bad  doc¬ 
trine,  sin  would  be  consistent  with  it ;  but 
this  Orthodox  writer  confesses  sin  is  incon¬ 
sistent  with  Universalism  ;  and  be  thinks 
that  Universalists  must  be  insincere,  since 
while  they  profess  to  believe  Universalism 
they  use  profane  language. 

2.  This  writer  acknowledges  that  Ortho¬ 
doxy  comports  with  profane  swearing.— 
Universalism  does  nut  comport  with  that 
practice,  the  opposite  sentiment  does — Uni¬ 
versalists  in  using  profane  language  are 
inconsistent,  the  Orthodox  in  using  profane 
language  arc  consistent. 

3.  All  profane  oaths  are  Orthodox— 4hey 
are  “Orthodox  oaths.”  This  writer 
confesses  that  Universalists  have  no  oaths 
of  their  own,  that  they  have  a  right  to  use ; 
but  when  they  stoear,  they  encroach  upon 
the  Orthodox,  and  steal  their  oaths ;  and 
hence  he  says,  “  they  commonly  swear  Or¬ 
thodox  OATHS.”  “  Of  this  fact,”  he  says, 
“every  body  is  aware.”  According  to  this, 
then,  when  we  in  future  hear  a^rson  steear, 
we  must  conclude  that  he  is  Orthodox ;  or 
if  not  Orthodox,  we  must  remember  thn 
he  has  borrowed  bis  profanity  from  the  Oi 
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thodox  creed  ;  and  that,  in  fact,  lie  swears 
*•  Orthodox  oaths.'" 

4.  We  learn  that  Orthodox  divines  lay 
claim  to  profane  oaths  as  their  own  proper¬ 
ty,  to  use  which  the  exclusive  privilege  is 
rested  in  themselves.  It  is  true  if  others 
•teal  ‘-Orthodox  oaths,”  they  cannot  make 
an  action  lay  against  such  in  a  civil  court : 
but  they  have  a  right  to  complain  of  their 
inconsistency  and  insincerity  in  using  "  Or¬ 
thodox  oaths.”  According  to  the  doctrine 
here  laid  down,  it  is  strikingly  proper  for 
an  Orthodox  clergyman  to  use  profane 
oaths ;  and  when  we  hear  a  man  swear,  the 
presumption  must  be  that  he  is  Orthodox. 
Thus  when  Simon  Peter  denied  his  Master, 
and  cursed  and  swore,  he  was  getting  to  be 
rather  Orthodox,  at  least  in  practice. 

5.  We  learn,  that  we  have  something 
new  to  add  to  the  catalogue  of  Orthodox 
things.  We  have  had  hitherto.  Orthodox 
divines.  Orthodox churfJies,  Orthodox  con¬ 
verts.  Orthodox  doctrines.  Orthodox  revi¬ 
vals,  Orthodox  piety,  and  we  must  now  add, 
to  use  Mr.  McClure’s  own  phrase,  "ortho¬ 
dox  OATHS.”  The  phrases  Orthodox  and 
evangelical,  in  the  common  uar/awcc  of  the 
sects,  are  synonymous.  Thus  we  have, 
evangelical  divines,  evangelical  churches, 
evangelical  converts,  evangelical  doctrines, 
evangelical  revivals,  cvengelical  piety,  and 
evangelical  oaths. 

0.  We  learn  that  the  doctrine  of  Univer- 
•alism  is  peculiarly  inconsistent  with  a 
spirit  of  anger.  Mr.  McClure  says  of 
Universalists,  "  let  them  get  angry,  and 
you  hear  nothing  but  hell,  and  the  devil,  and 
damnation.”  That  is,  when  Universalists 
are  possessed  of  the  spirit  of  love,  meekness 
and  benevolence,  there  is  no  room  to  doubt 
their  sincerity  ;  but  "let  them  get  angrv," 
and  they  forget  their  doctrine ;  and  as  Or¬ 
thodoxy  has  an  angry  God,  and  is  pecu¬ 
liarly  harmonious  with  an  angry  spirit, 
when  men  are  angry,  they  then  fall  into  its 
snares,  "swear  Orthodox  oaths,”  "and 
you  hear  nothing  but  hell,  and  the  devil,  and 
damnation.”  Here  we  see  men  sometimes 
forget  their  creeds,  and  when  they  do,  they 
act  contrary  to  them.  Mr.  McClure  says 
of  Universalists,  "  when  excited  by  passion, 
they  forget  system  and  creed.”  p.  24. — 
If  a  Universalist  forgets  his  creed,  he  be¬ 
comes  angry,  "  and  you  hear  nothing  but 
hell,  and  me  devil,  and  damnation” — he  acts 
precisely  as  his  opponents  do  when  their 
creeds  are  fresh  in  their  minds — but  when 
these  opponents  forget  their  creeds,  they 
do  not  fall  into  anger,  you  do  not  hear 
profane  language,  but  love  meekness  and 
benevolence  alMund  in  their  hearts.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  this  confession  of  Mr.  McClure, 
which  of  the  two  doctrines  is  best  calcu¬ 
lated  to  nourish  anger  ?  Every  one  who 
reads  his  "  Lectures”  will  bear  him  wit¬ 
ness  he  has  imbibed  the  pure  influence  of 
his  faith. 

7th  and  lastly.  Mr.  McClure  acknow¬ 
ledges,  there  is  no  such  thing  as  swearing 
profanely,  and  employing  any  terms  con¬ 
nected  with  the  sentiments  of  Universalists. 
There  is  no  such  thing  as  swearing  "in  con¬ 
sistency  with  their  doctrine,”  says  Mr.  Mc¬ 


Clure.  It  would  be  one  of  the  strangest 
and  oddest  things  in  the  world  for  a  person 
to  try  to  swear  "  in  consistency”  with  Uni- 
versalism.  It  cannot  be  ;  and  in  order  to 
show  his  hearers  its  utter  impossibility,  Mr. 
McClure  has  introduced  a  dialogue  into 
his  sermon  between  a  man  and  his  wife, 
who  should  attempt  to  scold  and  swear,  "  in 
consistency”  with  Universalism.  Let  him 
speak  for  himself. 

"  To  set  this  subject  clearly  before  you, 
suppose  you  should  hear  a  mariied  couple 
of  that  persuasion  engaged  in  high  debate, 
and  endeavoring  to  scold  in  consistency 
with  their  doctrine. 

Husband.  My  dear,  I  wish  the  angel 
Gabriel  had  you. 

Wife.  My  love,  I  wish  you  was  in  glory, 
with  all  my  heart ;  you  vexatious  creature, 
you  are  not  fit  to  live  any  where  else. 

Husband.  O  you  torment !  1  swear  I  wish 
you  was  blessed  ;  God  save  your  cursed  soul 
to  heaven. 

Wife.  I  declare,  I  wish  such  a  wicked 
monster  as  you  would  go  to  your  own  place 
along  with  .Judas.” 

Thus  the  reader  will  see  what  strange 
work  Universalists  would  make,  if  they 
were  to  try  to  scold  and  swear  "in  consis¬ 
tency  toitli  their  doctrine."  There  is  no 
such  thing — there  cannot  be  any  such  thing. 
Universalism  and  anger  cannot  exist  in 
tiic  same  breast ;  Universalism  and  pro¬ 
fanity  are  utterly  inconsistent.  Let  Uni¬ 
versalists  remember  that  their  most  bitter 
enemies  acknowledge  this.  They  acknow¬ 
ledge  that  Universalists,  “  when  excited  by 
passion,  forget  system  and  creed;"  and  if 
tempted  to  use  profane  language,  they  can 
find  no  oaths  in  their  own  creed,  and  they 
have  to  borrow  of  the  Orthodox,  and  be 
guilty  of  the  inconsistency  of  swearing 
"  Orthodox  oaths."  Reader,  the  above 
was  the  best  specimen  of  Universalist  swear¬ 
ing  that  Mr.  McClure  could  give  you ;  but 
it  is  no  swearing  at  all — it  is  nonsense ;  and 
you  always  will  have  nonsense  when  you 
try  to  connect  profanity  with  Universalism  ; 
it  cannot  be  done.  Alter  the  above  dialogue, 
put  in  "  Orthodox  oaths,"  and  it  becomes 
profane.  Thus,  for  "My  dear,  I  wish  the 
angel  Gabriel  had  you,”  say,  "  you  wretch, 
I  wish  the  d — 1  had  you,”  and  so  through 
the  whole,  and  it  would  be  profane;  but 
you  cannot  mix  profanity  with  Universal¬ 
ism.  We  cannot  pursue  this  subject  any 
farther,  and  preserve  purity  of  language. 

In  this  we  do  not  charge  the  Orthodox 
with  intentional  profanity — we  soy  their 
system  leads  to  it ;  and  this  their  Rev.  di¬ 
vine  has  confessed. 
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SOUND  PRESBYTERIANS. 

We  would  recommend  all  sound  Pres¬ 
byterians  to  add  the  following  questions  and 
answers  to  their  book  of  catechism,  for  the 
benefit  of  their  young  catechumen. 
Question.  What  is  a  sound  Presbyterian  ? 
.iasieer.  A  sound  Presbyterian  is  one 
who  most  surely  believes  six  absurd  and 
ridiculous  points  of  doctrine,  when  stated 
in  their  true  light  by  one  of  their  enlightened 


clergy,  who  "  knows  well  how  to  state 
them.” 

Ques.  What  are  those  six  points  of  doc¬ 
trine  most  surely  believed  by  all  Presbyte¬ 
rians,  and  which  are  alisurd  and  ridiculous 
when  stated  by  one  of  the  most  enlightened 
clergy,  who  knows  well  how  to  state  them? 

Ans.  Those  six  absurd  and  ridiculous 
points  of  doctrine  most  surely  believed  by 
all  sound  Presbyterians,  and  which,  when 
stated  by  an  enlightened  clergyman,  who 
knows  well  how  to  state  them,  are  both  ab¬ 
surd  and  ridiculous,  are  the  following— 

1.  All  men  are  guilty  of  Adam’s  sin.  2. 
All  men  are  born  with  a  created  depravity. 
3.  All  men  are  naturally  unable  to  obey 
God.  4.  The  atonement  in  its  nature  is 
I  adapted  to  just  so  many.  5.  It  is  offered 
in  sincerity  to  those  for  whom  it  was  in  no 
8en;}e  intended.  6.  Regeneration  is  the 
I  creation  of  a  new  sense,  taste,  and  relish. 

Ques.  What  do  you  mean  by  Adam's 
I  sin  of  which  all  men  are  guilty  ? 

Ans.  Adam's  sin,  of  which  all  men  are 
guilty,  consisted  in  eating  a  pretty  apple 
which  his  wife  f»und  in  the  garden,  and 
gave  to  him,  by  which  he  became  wise  as 
the  gods,  knowing  good  and  evil,  before 
which,  he  did  not  even  know  that  he  was 
naked. 

Ques.  How  did  all  men  become  guilty 
of  eating  the  apple  ?  Did  all  men  eat  the 
same  apple  with  Adam  1 

Ans.  All  men  did  not  eat  the  same  ap¬ 
ple  with  Adam,  but  he  eat  the  same  apple 
for  all  men. 

Ques.  What  do  you  mean  by  all  men 
being  born  with  a  created  depravity  ? 

Ans.  By  all  men  being  born  with  a 
created  depravity,  we  mean  that  Adam, 
when  he  ate  the  apple  which  his  wife  found 
in  tlie  garden,  was  regenerated,  and  born  in 
the  image  of  the  devil,  and  that  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  this  regeneration,  a  new  and  de¬ 
praved  nature  was  created  in  Adam,  which 
new  and  depraved  nature  is  communicated 
to  all  men  by  ordinary  generation. 

Ques.  What  do  you  mean  by  all  men 
being  naturally  unable  to  obey  God  ? 

Ans.  By  all  men  being  naturally  una¬ 
ble  to  obey  God,  we  simply  mean  that  God 
requires  of  all  men,  in  this  regenerated  and 
depraved  nature,  all  that  Adam  was  able  to 
perform  before  he  became  wise  as  the  gods, 
to  know  both  good  and  evil  ;  and  man  in 
this  state  of  knowledge  is  not  able  to  per¬ 
form  what  Adam  could  have  performed  had 
he  always  remained  so  ignorant  as  not  to 
know  he  was  naked,  when  every  beast  of 
the  field  knew  it. 

Ques.  What  do  you  mean  by  the  atone¬ 
ment — which  in  its  nature  is  adapted  to  just 
so  many? 

Ans.  By  the  atonement,  which  in  its 
nature  is  adapted  to  just  so  many,  we  mean, 
that  as  Adam  eat  the  apple  for  all  men, 
even  so  Jesus  Christ  suffered  the  wrath  of 
God,  not  for  all  men,  but  just  so  many,  i.  e. 
for  all  sound  Presbyterians,  whom  we  call 
"  God’s  elect,”  and  there  are  just  so  many 
of  them,  and  no  more.  However,  we 
should  be  glad  to  make  all  men  sound  I^es- 
byteaians. 
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Qites.  What  are  we  to  understand  by 
the  atonement  being  ofTered  in  sincerity  to 
those  for  whom  it  was  in  no  sense  provi¬ 
ded? 

Ans.  By  the  atonement  being  oflfered 
in  sincerity  to  those  for  whom  it  was  in  no 
sense  provided,  we  are  to  understand  tlial 
the  god  of  sound  Presbyterians,  in  order  to 
have  some  kind  of  pretext  for  sending  t() 
endless  perdition  all,  whose  fate  was  such 
by  his  “  most  horrible  decree,”  to  those 
he  makes  a  kind  of  sham  offer  of  the  atone¬ 
ment,  to  justify  his  conduct  in  the  sight  of 
men,  angels,  and  devils,  and  thereby  aggra¬ 
vate  the  endless  damnation  of  all  who  are 
not  sound  Presbyterians. 

Ques.  What  are  we  to  understand  by 
regeneration  being  the  creation  of  a  new 
sense,  taste,  relish,  &lc  ? 

Ans.  By  regeneration  being  the  creation 
of  a  new  sense,  taste,  relish,  be.,  we  are  to 
understand  an  inexplicable  mystery,  which 
cannot  be  vnderstood.  In  a  word,  it  is  the 
ignis  Jatuvs  of  our  most  holy  and  mysteri¬ 
ous  faith,  by  which  we  lead  »he  ignorant  and 
unwary  through  the  labyrinth  of  church  di¬ 
vinity,  and  saddle  them  for  the  priest  to 
mount  and  ride  at  his  pleasure. 

Qyes.  What  great  evil  could  result  from 
an  enlightened  clergyman,  who  knows  well 
how  to  state  these  six  articles  of  our  most 
holy  faith — in  a  way  which  renders  them 
absurd  and  ridiculous  ? 

Ans.  The  great  evil  resulting  from  an 
enlightened  clergyman,  who  knows  well 
how  to  state  these  six  articles  of  our  most 
holy  faith,  in  a  way  which  renders  them 
absurd  and  ridiculous,  is,  tliat  he  robs  us  of 
some  of  our  best  wool  sheep,  and  thereby 
renders  the  fleece  less  valuable  to  us  shep¬ 
herds.

The  miracles  flow  from  divine  power  ; 
the  prophecies  from  divine  understanding  ; 
the  excellence  of  the  doctrine  from  divine 
goodness  ;  and  the  moral  purity  of  the  pen¬ 
men,  from  divine  purity. 

Thus  Christianity  is  built  upon  these 
four  immutable  pillars — the  power,  the  un¬ 
derstanding,  the  goodness,  and  purity  of 
God.

It  could  not  be  the  invention  of  good 
men,  for  they  neither  would  nor  could  make 
a  book  and  tell  lies,  all  the  time  they  were 
writing;  saying,  “ Thus  saith  the  Lord,” 
when  it  was  their  own  invention. 

It  could  not  be  invented  by  bad  men,  for 
they  would  nut  make  a  book  which  com¬ 
mands  all  duty,  forbids  all  sin,  and  con¬ 
demns  themselves. 

I  therefore  draw  near  this  conclusion. — 
The  Bible  must  be  given  by  inspiration  of 
God.

ON  THE  ATONEMENT. 

Dear  Sir — There  are  many  Christians,  no 
doubt  very  honest  and  sincere,  who  believe  with 
you  in  the  vicarious  sufferings  and  atonement  of 
Christ,  as  the  sine  qua  non  of  the  Christian 
fiiith;  but  who,  nevertiicless,  have  no  distinct 
or  definite  ideiis  of  salvation  by  Christ.  It  is 
to  them  all  wrapt  in  mystery.  They  have  a 
vague  and  inexplicable  idea  floating  in  their 
minds  of  the  imputation  of  their  sins  to  Christ, 
and  of  his  righteousness  to  them  by  means  of 
his  sufferings;  and  of  their  own  salvation, which 
they  make  to  consist  in  exemption  from  deserved 
punishment — a  kind  of  salvation,  by  the  bye,  no 
where  taught  in  the  Scriptures — but  how,  or  in 
what  manner  this  is  morally  effected  they  cannot 
tell :  and  I  very  seriously  doubt  whether  it  is  in 
your  power  to  inform  them. 

To  talk  of  salvation  by  Christ,  or  by  the 
blood  of  Christ,  without  being  made  morally 
better,  without  individual  reformation  and  per¬ 
sonal  holiness,  or  to  talk  ofthe  salvation  of  sin¬ 
ners  by  mere  faith  in  the  sufferings  of  Christ  in 
their  stead,  is  to  talk  without  meaning,  and  to 
assume  principles,  the  utility  and  application  of 
which,  none  can  understand.  I  know  there  are 
a  few  passages  of  Scripture,  which,  if  under¬ 
stood  in  a  strictly  literal  sense,  might  seem  to 
favor  some  part  or  parts  of  the  theory  I  am  now 
examining.  But  on  comparing  Scripture  with 


Scripture,  and  taking  into  consideration  the  fact 
that  the  language  and  writings  of  all  the  Oriental 
nations,  but  more  especially  those  of  the  He¬ 
brews,  abounded  with  figurative  expressions, 
with  symbols,  metaphors,  parables  and  hyper¬ 
boles,  it  will  be  perceived  that  nothing  is  said 
upon  this  subject  but  what,  when  fully  under¬ 
stood,  is  perfectly  reconcileable  with  reason  and 
souikI  philosophy.  A  few  examples  will  now 
be  intr^uced  in  confirmation  of  tnis  statement, 
and  calculated  to  have  a  bearing  upon  our  sub¬ 
ject. 

John  vi :  53,  56.  Christ  says,  “  My  flesh  is 
meat  indeed,  and  my  blood  is  drink  indeed. 
He  that  eateth  my  flesh  and  drinketh  my  blood 
dwelleth  in  me  and  I  in  him.”  In  verse  51, 
he  had  said,  I  am  the  living  bread  which  came 
down  from  heaven :  if  any  man  cat  of  this  bread, 
he  shall  live  forever.  And  the  bread  that  I  will 
give,  is  my  flesh,  which  I  will  give  for  the  life 
ofthe  world.”  Now  why  not  understand  and 
explain  these  words  in  a  strictly  literal  sense? 
Why,  because  Christ  himself  has  explained  his 
meaning  otherwise  in  verse  63,  where  he  says, 
”  It  is  the  spirit  that  quickencth ;  the  flesh  pro- 
fiteth  nothing :  the  words  that  I  speak  unto  vou, 
they  are  spirit  and  they  are  life — ”  thereby  clear¬ 
ly  explaining  the  truth,  according  to  reason  and 
philosophy,  that  it  wa.s  the  teachings,  the  doc¬ 
trines,  the  principles  of  his  religion,  and  not  the 
outward  man  or  body  of  Chri.st — literally  his 
Jlesh  and  blood — that  possessed  the  quickening, 
nourishing,  sustaining  and  life-giving  power  for 
the  soul  or  mind  of  the  believer,  who  received 
and  obeyed  his  religion.  And  when  he  sa^s,  of 
the  bread  and  wine  in  the  Supper,  ‘‘tliis  is  my 
body” — “this  is  my  blood” — nearly  the  same 
thing  is  intended,  and  Protestants  are  at  no  loss 
ill  understanding  his  meaning.  And  now,  un¬ 
less  you  are  willing  to  allow  that  we  should  uso 
our  reason  in  understanding  and  explaining  all 
similar  passages,  that  speak  of  tlie  redeeming 
efficacy  of  the  blood  of  Christ,  you  ought  at  once, 
to  lie  consistent,  to  turn  Catholic,  and  contend 
for  the  doctrine  of  tran substantiation. 

1  Peter  iii:  18.  “  For  Christ  also  hath  once 

suffered  for  sins,  the  just  fiir  the  unjust,  that  be 
might  bring  us  to  God;”  That  is,  Christ,  being 
just,  hath  once  suffered  in  consequence  of  the 
sins,  and  in  behalf  of  the  unjust,  that  by  his  me¬ 
diation  he  might  reconcile  and  bring  them  to 
God.  2  Cor.  V  :  21.  “Forhe  hath  made  biriiTo 
be  sin  for  us,  who  knew  no  sin,  that  we  might

That  is,  he  hath  permitted  him  who  never  com¬ 
mitted  any  sin,  to  be  accounted  and  treated  as 
a  sinner,  that  we  might  thereby  be  convinced 
of  our  sins,  (Jude  15)  reconciled  to  God  and 
conformed  to  his  righteousness.  Isa.  liii :  4. 
“  Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs  and  carried 
our  sorrows,”  &c.  See  this  explained.  Matt, 
viii :  16,  17.  “And  he  cast  out  the  spirits 
with  his  word,  and  healed  all  that  were  sick  : 
that  it  might  be  fulflled  which  was  spoken  by 
Esaias  the  prophet,  saying.  Himself  took  our 
infirmities  and  bear  our  sicknesses.”  The 
removal,  by  Christ,  of  the  natural  evils  and 
maladies  to  which  mankind  were  subject  was 
a  lively  representation  of  his  office  and  labors, 
in  removing  their  moral  maladies  by  enlighten¬ 
ing  their  minds  and  reforming  their  lives.

POLITICAL.

*'  Be  not  rigliieous  overmucli ;  neiUier  make  thyself 
overwise;  wliysliouldesttlioudestroy  lliysein  Evcies 
vii:  16. 

The  Hebrew  word  rer.deied  "righteous,” 
is  from  an  Arabic  word,  the  primitive  significa¬ 
tion  of  which  is  “stiff,  inflexible;”  also,  “to 
be  inflexibly  straight.”  Hence  it  is  used  meta¬ 
phorically  to  signify  “  to  be  just,  or  true.” — 
the  translation  in  this  passage  is  objectionable — 
it  being  rendered  by  the  secondary  or  meta¬ 
phorical  meaning,  instead  ofthe  primitive.  “Be 
not  too  rigid,  or  inflexible;”  &c.  is  evidently 
the  proper  meaning,  and  necessary  to  the 
sense. 

A  similar  mistranslation  of  the  same  word 
occurs  in  Isaiah  xlix:  24,  “Shall  the  prey  be 
taken  from  the  mighty,  or  the  latqful  captive 
delivered?”  Partialists suppose  “themighty” 
to  be  the  devil — but  whether  he  or  another  is 
meant,  is  immaterial,  seeing  that  a  taking  of 
the  lawful  captive  from  any  one  is  an  unlawful 
act,  and  unworthy  the  justice  of  the  deliverer. 
Literally  it  reads,  “  shall  the  captives  of  the  just 
one  be  delivered?”  but  this  does  not  mend  the 
sense.  By  referring  to  the  Arabic  primitive 
meaning  of  the  word  rendered  just,  or  lawful, 
we  are  furnished  with  the  better  reading,  “shall 
the  captives  of  the  inflexible,  rigid,  or  inexora¬ 
ble  one  be  delivered  ?”  See  Gerardos  Inst,  of 
Bib.  CrU.  See.  214.  G.
